Jquite satisfied with the yield, in 
jthe tenorof the Canadian Pacific 
crop report for this pust week. 

More wheat was hauled by trucks 
direct to elevators this fall than be- 
fore, resulting in a 
rush. This has been well taken 
care of by the supply and the load- 
ing of railway cars for terminals 

Considerable plowing has been 
done and this with the substantial 
amount of new breaking accomp- 
lished throughout the west indicates 
an increased acreage over last year 
in readiness for next spring. A 
fair amount of summerfallowing 
has been done and fallows are gen- 
erally in good condition and free 
from weeds. Pastures are in good 
shape and hay and grasses. 

Grades of later threshed wheat 
in Alberta are disappointing, and 
in some cases yield as well. Ninety 
five per cent of wheat threshing is 
completed, coarse grains about the 
same, The sugar beet crop is about 
harvested, yield and quality good 

Livestock and range conditions 
are satisfactory and winter feed in 
abundance is now in storage.

Calgary Girl Succumbs 


Resulting from an automobile ac- 
cident on the north road leading 
into Didsbury, Sunday morning, 
October 14th, Miss Marion Hitner 
of Calgary passed away inthe Dids- 
bury General Hospital, 
morning last. 

At the inquest held on Saturday 
afternoon the jury found that death 
was accidental and attached blame 
to neithe Lyle Ferguson, driver of 
the big taxiin which Miss Eitner 
Was a passenger, or Ben Rosenberg- 
er, Didsbury, driver of the 
car involved in the crash. 

The jury heard the evidence of 
nine witnesses hefore Chief Provin- 
cial Coroner Dr. Braithwaite of Kd- 
monton, after which they 
in the following verdict, 
attached: 

“We, the jury, find from the evi-

Harrowing Tale Of Fire Abourd Ship 
Is Related 

Vancouver.—With seven of her 
crew painfully burned and = scalded, 
the Blue Star Line steamship,"Trojan 
Star,” Capt. G. A. Griffiths, arrived 
here with a harrowing story of fire 
on board while the vessel was off the 
California coast on the night of Octo- 
ber 12, ~ 

William P. Tennison, Hull, Eng., 
fireman aboard the ship, was burned 
to death and his body buried at sea, 

The fire broke out at 6.20 p.m., 


October 12, when an oil jet burst in| 
the stokehold, trapping eight men of | 
the engine room force in a wall of} 
flame that sprang up in an instant.) 


Second Engineer Sydney P. Hous- 
ton and Fireman James,

responsible for the safety of the en- 
gine room crew. 

Seeing that the way to safety on 
deck was barred, Houston led the 
men into the bilgesy under the boiler.
